SAYS THE TRUTH 
IS GOING BEGGING 


WASHINGTON, Dec. Herbert E. 
Miles, manufacturer and consumer, who 
attacked the present protective tariff 
before the Ways and Means Committee, 
said today: 

“I stand on the Chicago platform; I 
am a protectionist. Mr. Taft and I are 
in hearty accord and I want to say to 
that commission that if they do not 
adopt an honest and decent revision 
of the tariff they will get a veto from 
the White House. 

“Of course Mr. Taft did not know 
what I was going to say to the com- 
mission and I do not want te be quoted 
as saying that he commissioned me to 
voice *his ‘sentiments béfore the com- 
mission. 

When he resumes his attack before 
the committee Tuesday, Mr. Miles will 
point to ‘the 5-cent duty on eggs and 
show that last year $300,000,000 ‘worth of 
eggs were produced in America and 
$27,000 worth imported. Next he will 
show that the-farmer is given undue 
protection in the shape of a 15-cent rate 
on corn. This tariff netted the Govern- 
ment $1400 during last year and $2.78 of 
this was on Cuban corn, fear of which 
got the tariff levy on the cereal. 

Hides will be taken up by Mr. Miles 
and he will try to show that farmers 
and packers will benefit greatly if the 
tariff is abolished and the Leather 
Trust broken up. Cheaper shoes and 
more of them, with a bigger market 
for meat in Germany and France, will 
result, Mr, Miles says. 


“Trusts Get+the Profits.” 

“I.am going to tell that committee,” 
said Mr. Miles, ‘‘that one-fourth of the 
profit of nearly every trust in this 
country .is tariff.’ 

Mr. Miles is a little man of 50, spare 
of build and keen of eye. He is a tariff 
expert and his idea of a tariff commis- 
sion is embodied in the Beveridge bill 
Ti the Senate. -He has studied the tarifi 
for three years. In that time he has 
associated: himself with 200 commercial 
bodies in the United States and he has 
volumes of letters to substantiate ev- 
ery statement he makes to the commit- 
tee. :

Dr. Harrison Declares Lives of 
Unmarried Persons Are 
Incomplete. 





A test of love was prescribed for 
women by the Rev. Dr. Leon Harrison 
in his Sunday morning address at Tem- 
ple Israel.

“IT may suggest one test for the wom- 
en—that she should not only be happy 
when she is with the man in question, 
but that she should be unhappy with- 
out him. pes 

The Unmarried Are Incomplete. 

Speaking on “The Portrait of an Ideal 
Wife,” as painted in the last chapter 
of the Book of Proverbs, Rabbi Har- 
rison declared that the unmarried man 
or woman is an, incomplete person. But 
he gave high praise to the occasional 
woman, who, from motives of filial duty, 
er to minister more effectively to the 
needy, remains single. 

“Let us not deride her with nic.- 
names,” said the speaker. “Let us 
honor her, as Ged will honor her when 
He counts His pure white pearls of 
stainless, selfless human life. 

“Solomon, the writer. of this chapter, 
never heard of the clubwoman, the 
woman who is at home everywhere but 
in her home,” said Dr. Harrison, return- 
ing to the subject of the wife. 

“There are women who are ashamed 
to have children, and who are too in- 
dolent and selfish to_nurture the un- 
welcome children which sometimes come 
to them. 

“A woman cannot be a true mate to 
a man who will not bear and rear his 
children. Compare such a one with the 
old Hebrew wife and mother whosé hus- 
band, with enthusiasm that grew with 
the passing years, declared ‘Many 
daughters have “done excellently, but 
thou excellest them all.’ ’’

A JOINT PUBLIC SERVICE COMMITTEE. 

The failure of another public utilities bill ow- 
ing to legal obstacles should turn the attention of 
the Assembly to the only practicable means of 
attaining the object sought. The commission pro- 
posed under the Cooper act never had any but 
advisory powers, and the work can just as well 
be done by a joint committee of the Council and 
House of Delegates. 

Publicity is the one great thing to be striven 
for. The committee should hold frequent meet- 
ings which should be well advertised beforehand. 
Complaints, suggestions and recommendations 
should be solicited from citizens, and reports 
should be made at stated periods to the Assembly. 
By exerting such powers as can be lawfully con- 
ferred, such a committee can get facts and in- 
vertigate grievances. Once these are clearly 
stated and published, public opinion can be re- 
lied upon to support dny legislation which the 
Assembly may enact in pursuance of the commit- 
tee’s findings. 

This will afford a measure of protection for the 
public against the misconduct of corporations 
and abuse of their privileges, and it should be 
followed up by the creation of a commission 
which shall, like the two public service commis- 
sions in New York, be an efficient means of reg- 
ulating’ and controlling the companies. As a 
permanent agency the great need is a commis- 
sioh with teeth in it. | ie
